Apollo 17 Astronauts Head For The M oon 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
The men of Apollo 17 streaked toward 
the moon today , leaving behind the 
cares of a cran ky com puter that de­ 
lay ed their journey for n early three 
hours. They left on m an ’s last planned 
20th century lunar voy age with a liftoff 
lightshow which turned earth ’s night to 
noon. 
“Good show, babe! Little late, but 
good show !” cried a relieved and 
elated com m ander Eugene A. Cernan 
as he and crew m ates Dr. Harrison H. 
“Jack ” Schmitt and Ronald E. Evans 
rocketed aw ay from Cape Kennedy . 
“ We had to work at it,” said Mission 
Control. “Glad we m ade it.” 
“Guess who else is,” said a happy 
Jac k S chm itt, a H a rvard-train ed 


geologist who becam e the 
first 
American scientist in space. 
After the launch, the first ever in 
darkn ess, the astron auts orbited earth 
twice and then were propelled on a 
path toward the moon, where 
they 
hope to find the missing links in m an ’s 
Knowledge of lunar evolution. 
The smooth flight was blemished by 
only two small, nagging, but not 
serious problems. An alarm sy stem in 
the cabin of the 
spacecraft 
was 
sounding without reason whenever the 
astron auts threw certain switches. 
Cernan also reported for a time that 
not all the latches which lock the 
com m an d m odule an d the lun ar 
module together had operated.

uncooperative latch later took hold. 
It was a m ore serious problem 
earlier, however, that delay ed Apollo

and Monday ’s moon landing would 
occur at the originally scheduled time.

launch control technicians caused the 
Apollo 17 countdown to stop less than a 
half minute before the huge Saturn 5 
rockets were to ignite. 
Battling again st time, engineers at 
(Jape Kennedy and at the Marshall 
Spaceflight Center at Huntsville, Ala., 


quickly developed and tested a plan to 
outwit the confused computer. The 
new sy stem worked and Apollo 
17 
blazed into space at 12:33 a.m . EST, 
less than an hour before the ever- 
changing [Kisition of sun, earth and 
moon would have forced a 24-hour 
postponement. 
Despite the countdown, the launch 
was smooth and spectacular. 
While hundreds of thousands of 
jiersons watched from Cape Kennedy 
viewing areas, the 36-story Saturn 5 
rocket lifted slowly , m ajestically from 
its nest of concrete and steel, climbing 
into a nearly clear, black Florida sky . 
For more than six m inutes, the 
rocket’s 2,200-foot tail of flam e burned 
awav the darkn ess and lighted the 


sand flats and Atlantic beaches where 
the awed crowds watched. 
After orbiting earth for nearly three 
hours, tlx* astron auts re-ignited the 
third stage (if their Saturday 5 rocket. 
The powerful thrust sent them hurtling 
out of earth ’s gravity grasp and put 
them firmly on their way to the moon 
About an hour later, at 5:20 a m 


EST, the a stro n a uts freed their 
command ship from the third-stage 
rocket, which is called the S4B. The 
spacemen turned their cone-shapec 
craft and linked its pointed nose wit! 
the lunar module, which still nested ir 
the S4B. 
After securing three latches which 
had earlier failed to engage properly

command ship America and lunai 
module Challenger from the S4B. 
“Oh, boy ,” said Evans happily 
“Here we go. It came right out oi 
there.”

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Bloated White House Staff Spurred Nixon Cuts

President Nixon’s move to slash the 
White House staff is spurred by little- 
noticed 
statistics 
showing 
that 
executive-office em ploym ent has 
doubled in his first term. 
Nixon himself acknowledged last 
week that the “White House staff has 
grown 
rath er 
like 
T opsy.” 
He 
promised that as he shakes up the 
bureaucracy and trims personnel “the 
biggest cuts will Im * made in the White 
House staff itself.” 


The Resident gave no figures on 
White House employment or on the 
size of the proposed cutback. Neither 
would White House spokesmen. 


But an examination of monthly 
reports published by tin* Civil Service 
Commission shows that since Nixon 
moved 
into 
the 
White 
House 
in 
January 1969 the executive-office staff 
furs increased from 1,748 to 3,562. 
More than UMH) of Hie new employes 
were added to the executive office rolls 
during a 12-month period when federal 
agencies faced a presidentiallv or­ 


dered 5-per-cent cutback. 
The sharp upswing in exeeutive- 
office employment also bucked the 
government-wide trend When Nixon 
came into office, there were 2,948,393 
federal civilian em ployes, nearly 
200,000 more than now. 
The columns of fine print in the 
monthly personnel reports include the 
more than 6(H) employes of the White 
House office the aides and advisers 
closest to the I’resid en t-as well as 
staffers in a variety of offices, coun­ 
cils, and commissions grouped under 
the heading “the executive office of the 
President.” 
White House officials say— and the 
statistics confirm that a portion of 
the increase can be attributed to new 
functions taken on by the executive of­ 
fice. 
These include, for example, the Cost 
of I Jving ('ouncil set up to police wage- 
price controls. At last report, the 
council had grown from 0 to 966 em­ 
ployes in less than a year. 
Officials also cited a change in 
bookkeeping methods as a reason for 
the upswing in employment statistics. 


Until 1970, they said, presidents had 
obscured the size of their personal 
staffs by having salaries paid through 
other agencies or through the White 
House “special projects” fund. 
Nixon ordered that all his White 
House employes he listed as such, one 
spokesman said, “in the interest of 
candor and accuracy.”

jumped 
suddenly from about 250 to about 500. 
At last report it had grown to 606. 
Major increases occurred elsewhere 
in the executive offices unrelated to 
any change in bookkeeping methods.

The Office of Management and 
Budget, which has assumed a broader 
watchdog role over governm ent 
spending and employment, has seen its 
own payroll go up from 535 early in 
Nixon’s administration to 689 at last 
report. 


I’he latest figure of 3,563 executive- 
office employes does not include 2,300 
IM*rsons employed by the poverty- 
fighting Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity, which, in some governm ent 
publications, is listed under the 
President’s executive office. 


If OEO employes are included, 
executive-office employment readies 
about 5.8(H), or I,(HH) more than the 
comparable figure when Nixon took 
office and initiated policies and pro­ 
posals that have resulted in slimmed- 
down OEO operations. 


While the President has not specified 
precisely where White House per­ 
sonnel cuts will he made, he has said 
they will be substantial. 


Talking on Nov. 27 to reporters, 
Nixon said: “ I felt from the beginning 
that it was important that the White 
House establish the example for the 
balance of government in term s of 
cutting down on personnel, doing a 
better job with fewer people. 


“Consequently, while there will be 
personnel cuts across the government, 
throughout the departments, the 
biggest cuts will he made in the White 
House staff itself.” 


When Franklin I). Roosevelt began 
his third term nearly three decades 
ago, records show the White House 
office stiff numbered 51. 
When Harry Truman was midway 
through his term the stiff numbered 
243 and there were 1,100 other em ­ 
ployes in executive offices. 


The total inched upward during 
Dwight Eisenhower’s years in the 
White House, reached 1,5<H) wten John 
Kennedy was president, topped 1,700 
lunier Lyndon Johnson and now ex­

Cong denied speculation in the Paris 
press that a peace agreement was 
imminent. 
Kissinger and Tho maintained their 
usual news blackout around their 
negotiations. 
But Isham 
reported progress, 
saying: 
“ Most of the major problems in­ 
volved in the settlement have been 
resolved in a manner that reflects 
credit on the good will and seriousness 
of both sides.” 
Mrs. Binh was the only one of the 
chief delegates attending the session 
today. U.S. Ambassador William J 
Porter was reported suffering from a 
cold and severe laryngitis; Xuan Thuy 
of North Vietnam was presumably 
preoccupied with the Kissinger-Tho 
meetings, which he also attends, and 
Pham Dang I^m of South Vietnam 
also sent his deputy.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The rise in 
wholesale prices accelerated sharply 
in November, dampening the Nixon 
administration’s hopes that inflation 
has been brought under control, 
government officials said today. 
'The I.abor Department’s Bureau of 
iAtbor Statistics reported that the 
wholesale price index rose six-tenths 
of one per cent, both on an adjusted 
and unadjusted basis, last month. It 
was the biggest increase in wholesale 
prices since July and it reversed a 
recent trend on slower price increases 
at the wholesale level. 
The index was pushed up by price 
increases of fresh vegetables, eggs and 
dairy products, cars and furniture, 
lumber, leather and some 
textile 
products. Also contributing to the rise 
were increases in the prices of coal, 
hides and skins, and natural gas. 
The report means that it will be 
difficult for President Nixon to reach 
his target of slowing the rate of in­ 
flation to at least 3 per cent by the end 
of the year.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A service 
designed to cure bed wetting is not 
entitled to exemption from the state 
sales tax, the Ohio Supreme Court 
ruled Wednesday. 
In ruling on an appeal by state Tax 
Commissioner Robert Kosydar, the 
court overturned the Board of Tax 
Appeals’ reversal of the assessment 
order against William E. Koch Jr. of 
lebanon. 
Koch’s service consists of furnishing 
a mechanical device connected with a 
battery which, placed on a child’s bed 
and activated by moisture, causes 
buzzers to wake the child and a parent. 
The parent fills out a “report” card 
and Koch returns an appropriate 
answering letter selected from a pre­ 
typed series covering all anticipated 
situations. 
In order for the service to be entitled 
to a tax exemption, the court ruled, the 
overall effort of the person rendering 
the service must be substantial.

The dev elopm en t of a m odern 
society , seemin gly irrev ersible, has 
been su ch that fam ilies become 
“n u clear,” as the sociologist pu t it: 
two paren ts, plu s children . Ar- 
citectu rally , this mean s an apartmen t 
or a small hou se. Which mean s n o 
place for the fire for old men . An d n o 
fire, in fact. The older “ex ten ded” 
family is dead, for the most part. 
The rich an d moderately rich hav e 
been able to solv e this problem to a 
su bstan tial ex ten t. Commu n ities for 
retired people on a rather impressiv e 
scale ex ist. The life in them is activ e 
an d in terestin g; they hav e ten n is 
cou rts an d so on ; they hav e cu ltu ral 
activ ities; an d of cou rse they hav e 
ex cellen t health serv ices.

Nin eteen th - 
cen tu ry sociologists, su ch as Max 
Weber, predicted the formation of su ch 
u n ion s sheerly on the basis of per- 
ciev ed n eed, an d lon g before they 
actu ally ex isted. 
In creased Social Secu rity pay men ts, 
health plan s an d so on will n ot in the 
lon g ru n be the an swer for old people. 
What we requ ire here is an act of social 
creativ ity , in some way , deeply rooted 
in ethics an d the Western tradition .

Communities for 
retired people on a rather impressive 
scale exist. The life in them is active 
and interesting; they have tennis 
courts and so on; they have cultural 
activities; and of course they have 
excellent health services. All you have 
to do is put down $35,000 to buy in, plus 
around $300 a month for room and 
board. 
But for the enormous majority who 
cannot afford that kind of thing, the 
problem remains untouched 
I think it is clear mat exactly nere is 
the place for the next great act of 
social invention in modern times. It 
will 
have 
to 
be 
comparable 
in 
character to the creation of the 
modern labor unions. 
You will recall that, historically, 
industrialization fractured traditional 
society. Workers who had been part of 
the 
older 
com m unal 
structure, 
protected by tradition and custom, 
found themselves in Manchester or 
liverpool or Pittsburgh to be naked 
individuals on a labor market. In time, 
they constructed new functional 
communities in the form of unions, in 
order not to be alone. Nineteenth - 
century sociologists, such as Max 
Weber, predicted the formation of such 
unions sheerly on the basis of per- 
cieved need, and long before they 
actually existed. 
Increased Social Security payments, 
health plans and so on will not in the 
long run be the answer for old people. 
What we require here is an act of social 
creativity, in some way, deeply rooted 
in ethics and the Western tradition.

Bricks In Toilet Tanks 


Help To Save On W ater 


(HERRY HILL, N J. (AP) 
Six 
months ago, Tilly Spetgong, a serious 
gal with a goofy idea, walked into City 
Council carrying a brick. Councilman 
Steve Morgan ducked under his desk. 
“He must have thought I was going 
to throw it,” she said, “but all I wanted 
was to put one into every toilet tank in 
town.” 
The unusual proposal to save water 
.stunned Council, but it was approved. 
And it so convulsed this residential 
community of 65,000 across the Dela­ 
ware River from Philadelphia that it 
swiftly accepted the scheme 
- to 
become probably the first in America 
with a brick in nearly every toilet. 
Tile idea is that the brick will take up 
space in the toilet tank, displacing a 
small amount of water that is not 
necessarily needed for flushing. 
“It was a wacky idea that got people 
laughing, and also made them aware 
that people pollute and people can 
conserve,” said Mrs. Spetgong, a 44- 
year-old mother of two who used to 


raise chickens and now, admittedly, 
“raises the dickens” as a member of 
the Conservation Advisory Board. 


Council untied up $2,000 to buy 34,000 
extra-hard beige bricks, the kind that 
won t break up in any kind of water 
and enough for every toilet in the 
town’s 17,000 homes. 


I just weekend, about 175 persons — 
mostly teen-agers — distributed 27,000 
bricks, two to a house. They will finish 
this Saturday.

“It s off-beat enough to get people 
talking and, hopefully, make them 
aware of how involved all of us are in 
this pollution (Tisis. 


“If the average family of

flushes a total of 20 times a day we 
would save 34 million gallons of water 
every year in CTierry Hill."

The court’s 2-1 decision ordered the 
installation deadline “ delayed until a 
reasonable time after” new testing 
procedures are devised. 
Chrysler Corp., American Motors

The court's 2-1 decision ordered the 
installation deadline “ delayed until a 
reasonable time after” new testing 
procedures are devised. 
Chrysler Corp., American Motors 
Corp., Ford Motor Corp., the Jeep 
Corp., and the Automobile Importers 
of America had appealed the NUTS A’s 
March, 1971, safety standards ruling. 
The court took note of automakers’ 
complaints that present airbag testing 
procedures lack uniformity. 
It said present tests carried out by 
manufacturers might well result in 
different findings from similar tests 
performed by the government. 
This is unfair in a situation where 
manufacturers must comply with a 
federal standard under pain of 
“substantial penalties,” the court 
majority ruled. 
Although granting the delay, the 
court challenged auto industry 
arguments that airbags are far from 
being perfected.

So food ran low in the 
village and Oonik was often lucky to 
have even one hunk of frozen seal 
blubber as his only meal of the day. 
One day as the family sat together in 
the igloo Oonik’s father said, “ The 
days are beginning to be longer than 
the nights and the Spring Moon shines 
in the sky. That means winter is over 
and soon the ice will melt, birds will fly 
and flowers will grow” 
“ And we will trail reindeer in the 
hills!” cried Oonik rolling over and 
throwing his arms around his dog, 
Keotuk. 
“ I can hardly wait,” said his sister 
Popik. “ Oh, it will be good to live in our 
summer tents and hunt for bird eggs in 
the grass!”

Nixon’s 
newly-named 
secretary of housing and urban 
development is remembered in his 
hometown as a man of unusual ability 
and “ a great guy to be with." 
A partner in the law firm that James 
T. Lynn left to go to Washington, D.C., 
in IWO described him as "a very able 
fellow...very companionable and in­ 
telligent." 
Onetime business associates of Lynn 
in Cleveland said they were not 
shocked to learn that the 45-year-old 
lawyer, a politicalnonentitiefour years 
ago, has risen to the top so quickly. 
"A great many of our youngish 
people go to Washington for a time," 
said Joseph C. Little of Lynn’s former 
law firm, Jones, Day, Cockley & 
Reavis. "Most come back." 
Lynn, he said, will stay on because 
"he was recognized as a man of out­ 
standing ability." 
A registered Republican, Lynn had 
not even been active in politics before 


IMW when he stopped by the New York 
headquarters of the newly elected 
president and asked for a job. 
Ile was appointed general counsel of 
the U.S. Commerce Department in 
March of the following year and was 
named undersecretary of that depart­ 
ment since April 27, 1971. 
Lynn grew up in suburban Euclid 
and was valedictorian of both his high 
school class and at Western Reserve 
University. He got his law degree at 
Harvard, graduating there magna 
cum laude. 
He served in the Navy during World 
War II, returning to Cleveland after 
his discharge to pursue his law 
practice. 
There was little indication he was 
interested in serving within the federal 
government before he took it upon 
himself to ask for a post. Even Lynn 
recalled the oddity of it. 
But " I thought I had a reasonable 
chance to serve," he said. “ I had a 
strong interest in government from my 


law school days. I guess it was just 
Potomac fever." 
He went to Washington, D.C., about 
a week later to talk to Commerce 
Secretary Maurice Stans, chatted for 
IM) minutes and found himself with a 
job, he said. 
In Washington Tuesday, Lynn said 
lie thought Nixon had skipped over 
other possible appointees 
more 
familiar with urban problems in order 
to take advantage of Lynn’s man­ 
agerial experience. 
But Lynn said he did have some 
experience with the urban situation, 
including work with the Economic 
Development Administration. 
"It engages in work in both rural and 
urban areas," he said, noting that he 
had also overseen the Commerce De­ 
partment’s participation in regional 
economic commissions. 
Lynn maintains legal residence in 
Cleveland Heights but he said that he 
doesn’t have long-range political 
ambitions in Ohio for the moment. His 


only future right now, he said, is bi 
serve in the administration "for as 
long as the President wants me.” 
Lynn, his wife, the former Joan 
Miller, and their three children now 
live in Bethesda, Md. 
Lynn is only the fourth Greater 
Clevelander chosen to fill a cabinet 
post. The others were U.S. Appellate 
Court Judge Anthony J. Celebrezze, 
secretary of health, education and wel­ 
fare from 1962 to 1965; the late George 
M. Humphrey, a secretary of the 
treasury from 1953 to 1957, and the late 
Newton I). Baker, secretary of war 
from 1916 to 1921.

He said the increase could be at­ 
tributed to better conservation im­ 
proved fire fighting methods, plus 
more intelligent cutting. 
“ In 1950,” said Bennett, “there were 
about 45 billion board feet of lumber in 
our Appalachian Forests. Today there 
are about 75 billion."

Terry King of Marion Pleasant, the 
Class A Ohio lineman of the year, was 
just as sterling on offense as he was 
defensively in helping the Spartans 
extend their winning streak to 38 
games. 
Mullins, a 165-pound senior, ran up 
1,313 yards on the ground, even though 
he missed two games with a shoulder 
injury. He scored 102 points and is 
rated a top blocker. 
Mullins edged Jerry Beiter of 
Newcomerstown, Ed Thompson of 
New Boston and Marion Pleasant 
quarterback Scott Ballinger as the top 
back.

tackle Jerry Sisemore of Texas and 
center Tom Brahaney of Oklahoma. 
The third Nebraska representative 
is defensive end Willie Harper while

Rodgers, Harper, guard John 
Hannah of Alabama and defensive 
back Robert Popelka of Southern

third team.

Rodgers wound up regular season 
play with four National Collegiate 
Athletic Association records, seven

Nebraska records. He has scored 46 
touchdowns, 276 points, caught 150 
passes for 2,708 yards and 26 touch­ 
downs and has returned punts for 1,654 
yards. In allpurpose running, he has an 
NCAA record 5,586 yards. 
Hufnagel has directed Fenn State to 
26 
victories 
in

games 
since 
becoming the starting quarterback 
midway in the 1970 season. He holds 
nine Penn State records, including 
game, season and career marks for 
passing and total offense yardage. 
Oklahoma’s opponents overloaded 
their defenses to the outside to take 
away Pruitt’s explosive sweeps and he 
didn’t approach his 1,665 yards of last 
season. But Coach Chuck Fairbanks 
said he still “ had a heckuva year for 
us.” 
Although he missed one Arizona 
State game with a knee injury, Green 
still galloped for 1,363 yards and 15 
touchdowns. He had the professional 
scouts drooling even last year. 
Purdue’s Armstrong is likely to be a 
first-round pick when the National 
Football league does its drafting early 
next year. He was the only player to be 
named AP Back of the Week twice this 
season and he did it by gaining a school 
record 233 yards 
against Nor­ 
thwestern. 
Tight end Young is outstanding 
whether he’s catching the football or 
blocking. “ He has outstanding speed 
and can catch the ball,” says Southern 
Cal Coach John McKay. “ He can go 
deep as well as short, almost like a 
split receiver.” 
McKay also says that Southern Cal’s 
defense deserves three-fourths of the 
credit for the Trojans’ No. 1 ranking 
and Wood is the leader. “ He’s as fine a 
defensive football player as I ’ve ever 
seen at this stage of development,” 


says McKay. 
Brahaney, Hannah, Sisemore and 
Hicks were largely responsible with 
their blocking for their teams’ high 
finish in the national rushing statistics. 
Oklahoma was tops, while Alabama, 
Texas and Ohio State all wound up 
among the top 11. Rusnak is rated one 
of the finest blockers in North Carolina 
history. 
Even though opponents hesitate to 
try and skirt Harper’s end, he still is 
the key man on Nebraska’s pass rush 
and containing the Wishbone sweep. 
He’s big, tough and mobile with 4.6 
speed over 40 yards. The other end, 
Baylor’s Goree, was the Southwest 
Conference’s Defensive Sophomore of 
the Year in 1970 and Defensive Player 
of the Year last season. Against 
Arkansas, he made 16 tackles and 
blocked two punts, a performance 
which forced the Razorbacks into 
punting on third down just in case he 
did it again.

Oklahoma’s Moore reached his peak 
in the Sooners’ 27-0 rout of Texas. He 
made 10 tackles, blocked a quick kick 
which Oklahoma recovered for a 
touchdown, recovered a batted pit- 
chout in the end zone for another 
touchdown and pressured the Texas 
quarterback into an interception. 
like Wood, Gradishar and Skorupan 
earned AP Lineman of the Week 
honors during the season. George Hill, 
Ohio State’s defense coordinator, says 
Gradishar

pass defender. We count on him each 
week to make the big plays.

Old Arab 
Tunes Are 
Sought Out 


BEIR U T (A P) — Mounir Bachir is a 
42-year-old musical detective whose 
speciality is investigating melodic 
mysteries thousands of years old. 
He tours towns and villages in the 
Arabian Peninsula on the lookout for 
long-neglected Arab tunes. 
Bachir eavesdrops on singing 
peasants, desert nomads, fortune 
tellers, 
sidewalk 
peddlers 
and 
religious chanters for traces of the 
musical past. 


Bachir, who has a Ph.D. degree in 
folklore music from the University of 
Budapest, hopes to contribute to a 
“ revival” of Arab music, mainly by 
“ rediscovering” ancient melodies. 
“ Arabian Nights tales are replete 
with stories of singers and musicians 
who could cause princes and caliphs to 
laugh or weep by means of well studied 
melodies. This music is lost, and it is 
our duty today to search for it," he 
says. 


Bachir charges that modern Arab 
melodies can hardly be regarded as 
authentic music. He sadly accuses 
Arab composers, the Egyptians in 
particular, of “ distorting the Arab 
taste with a mishmash of so-called 
music.” 
He insists that 90 per cent of present- 
day music is “ copied” — to use a polite 
term — from European music. And the 
remaining IO per cent is nothing but a 
“ crazy mixture” of tunes adapted to 
words and termed as Arab songs. 
A 
millenium 
of 
decline 
has 
‘‘corroded 
features 
of 
ancient, 
glamorous, 
spiritual Arab music” 
until it survives only in hidden form, he 
says. 
Arab music is distorted today but 
barely survives in the day-by-day 
practices and popular ballads of Arabs 
who live just the way their ancestors 
lived thousands of years ago. Bachir is 
determined to uncover, polish and 
revive that music, he says. 


He often picks up old tunes whose 
origin has been lost through the ages. 
He verifies them by playing them on 
his “ oud” — the Arab guitar — to 
natives and watching their reaction. In 
many cases, he says, desert Arabs 
have corrected melodies or responded 
with different variations. 


His digging reveals that the oldest 
melodies were sung by slow moving 
camel drivers in Yemen and the 
Persian Gulf desert areas. They were 
un-rhythmical, drawling and 
in 
keeping with the quarter-tone Arab 
octave, Bachir says. 


The melodies later developed into 
faster and rhythmical tempos adapted 
to words sung by Arabs at weddings. 


Bachir suggests that Arab govern­ 
ments launch programs to look for 
“ genuine Arab melodies.” He calls for 
organizing “ music hunting caravans, 
complete with tape recorders and 
trained musical detectives to tour 
ancient villages and oasis to listen to 
popular melodies and record them. 
Arab universities and specialized 
institutes should then verify ancient 
ballads and tunes, polish them and 
wrap them in proper Western forms.

SACRAM ENTO, Calif. ( AP) - 
California’s topless-bottomless en­ 
tertainment industry is girding for a 
battle over an antinudity ruling by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


The court’s decision gives state 
liquor authorities the power to begin 
enforcing regulations against topless 
waitresses and topless-bottomless 
entertainers. 


Peter Sexton, deputy director of the 
California Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control, said topless-only 
dancers still are allowed if the en­ 
tertainer stays at least six feet away 
from the nearest customer on a stage 
at least 
18 inches high. 
Topless 
waitresses, said Sexton, are out. 


“ Nude entertainment per se is on its 
way out,” Sexton added. 
The 6-3 Supreme Court ruling said 
that states can shut down bars that 
feature nude dancers and other 
“ bacchanalian revelries on grounds 
that First Amendment freedom does 
not go beyond books and movies to 
gross sexuality’ in public.” 


Edward J. Kirby, director of the 
state 
Department 
of 
Alcoholic 
Beverage Control, said the ruling will 
affect all other states, too. It was 
issued Tuesday in a California case. 


Nudie-bar owner Tammy Heath said 
there is going to be a struggle if Kir­ 
by’s department starts moving to 
revoke liquor licenses on the basis of 
the type of entertainment offered. 
“ They’ve got one hell of a fight on 
their hands,” she said. 
“ It’s ludicrous to think the Supreme 
Court or the supreme anything is going 
to regulate people’s morals,” said 
Miss Heath, who owns the “ Kat Pat­ 
ch” and ‘Sand Box” nude bars bet­ 
ween San Francisco and Sacramento. 


Doctors of tomorrow may be rated 
by their bedside manner, not the 
number of pills they dispense. 
Medical schools are trying 
“ to 
revive the family doctor” observed Dr. 
Richard I. Feinbloom, director of the 
Family Medicine Program at Harvard 
Medical School and Medical Director 
of the Family Health Program at the 
(Tiildren’s Hospital Medical Center in 
Boston. His own program at Harvard 
is working in that direction, he ex­ 
plains. 
■ Feinbloom was discussing a new 
book, “ Pregnancy, Birth and the 
Newborn Baby” in which he and other 
doctors had contributed their expertise 
for the children’s medical center as 
part of its continuing education 
program. The book also offers advice 
on how to choose a doctor for your 
baby. 
New doctors may also relate to 
personal problems and know more 
about nutrition which has been 
bypassed more or less in medical 
schools, he says. 
Today’s medical students “ want 
everything out in the open” and he 
finds teaching them “ keeps you on 
your toes.” He is often quite tired at 
the end of the day “ coping with all the 
new awareness.” But he is highly in 
favor of it. 
“ Medical opinion is swinging toward 
a minimization of medication and 
anaesthesia in pregnancy and child­ 
birth which is beginning to be treated 
as the natural thing it is. As doctors 
apply what has been learned about 
stresses in pregnancy to tensions of 
daily living, more people will look for 
causes of problems and not cover them 
up with drugs,” he says.
